PLAGUE. 



[Translated in this Bureau from the " Veroflentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheit- 
samtes," Berlin, March 2, 1898.] 

Bulgaria. — According to official advices the following measures have 
been put in operation : 

(1) The entry of all goods which have come directly from a plague- 
infected locality is expressly forbidden ; also the importation from 
infected countries of rags, old clothes, bedclothing, mattresses, soiled 
clothing and personal effects, soiled paper, old newspaper and soiled 
packing paper. 

(2) The Bulgarian ports of the Black Sea shall be closed to all
